Two Angles Unique 


The ordinance Is unique in,-two 


respects. The rates cover a 10- 
year period, rather than the usual 
five, and one clause permits the 
company to increase or 
lower 


rates semi-annualiy if business 
conditions for any six months' 
period, beginning In January or 
July, warrant a. change. 


Before any change in rates is 


made the company must file a. 
30-day notice and 
an 
itemized 


statement with the city auditor 
showing the facts justifying the 
change. 
Officials 
explained if 


costs are reduced, lower rates may 
be offered. 
In the event costs in- 


crease the rales may be boosted 
to ' comply with fuel and wage 
costs, exclusive of administration 
wages.

DETROIT, July 21- -( UP) — The 


Black Legion was credited with a 
second murder today, when Day- 
ton Dean, triggerman 
and star 


witness, confessed that a negro 
World War veteran was taken 
out and shot to thrill six Legion 
members. 


The murdered man was Silas 


Coleman, 42, who was shot on the 
night of May 25, 1935, according 
to Dean. 


Dean told police that Coleman 


was shot because "Colonel" Har- 
vey Davis, now held on a murder 
charge in connection with the cult 
slaying of Charles Poole, 32, WPA 
worker, wanted "to see how it felt 
to shoot a negro." 


Dean named six men, including 


himself, who participated in the 
shooting party. Three men besides 
Dean, already are in custody and 
charged with the murder of Poole. 
They are Davis, Ervin Lee and 
John Bannerman. Two others are 
sought They are James Roy Lor- 
rance and Charles Rouse.

COLUMBUS, July 21— (UP)— 


Designed to feed, clothe and shel- 
ter Ohio's unemployed during the 
latter half of 1936, the long-foifght 
relief bill today awaited only Gov- 
ernor Davey's sig-nature to make it 
law. 


Both houses of the general as- 


sembly early today accepted a sec- 
ond conference committee report, 
which met' objections 
of rural 


members who had blocked passage 
of the measure last week. The 
revised bill, however, aroused ob- 
jections from big-city members. 


After passing the relief bill, the 


house adopted a resolution for sine 
die adjournment Aug. 3. The sen- 
ate, however, blocked this move 
temporarily at least, by referring 
the resolution to the rules com- 


dttee. 
In the senate the relict report 


received only the bare majority of 
22 votes required to pass the bill 
as an emergency 
measure 
and 


gained the last of the 22 only when 
Sen. Keith Lawrence (D.) Cleve- 
land, after attacking 
the com- 


promise bill in debate and refus- 
ing to vote on repeated roll calls, 
finally yielded to pressure from his 
Democratic colleagues and voted 
"yes". 


The house, where 90 votes were 


needed, agreed to the bill by a vote 
-of 102 to 3 


The bill appropriates $6,500,000 


to be allocated among the counties 
by formula, and an additional §1,- 
400,000 to be apportioned by the 
State Relief Commission on the 
basis of local needs as it deter- 
mines them. Grants from the $1,- 
400,000 "adjustment fund" must 
be matched, dollar for dollar, from 
local funds by the counties that re- 
ceive them. 


The $6,500,000 is to be allocated, 


20 per cent in proportion to popu- 
lation and 80 per cent in propor- 
tion to local relief expenditures in 
the earlier half of 1935. 


AH large counties except Cuya- 


hoga have available, in addition to 
their state allocations and grants, 
imexpended balances from Carey 


^Koor relief bonds previously is- 


sued or further bond issuing pow- 
er as yet unused, according to fig- 
ures compiled by the State Relief 
Commission and distributed 
to 


legislators. 


If bonds are issued to the limit, 


the totals of these amounts will be 
available in the respective counties 
to supplen^^t the state funds. 


Cities Mistakes

Senator Lawrence told his col- 
leagues it was "nothing but an ab- 
ject and disappointing surrender 
to unreasonable and unreasoning 
demands of certain members of 
the house of representatives."

MOVE TO REPEAL 


FOOD SALES TAX 


LOSES IN HOUSE 


Committee 
Declares 
Law 


Cannot be Safely Ended; 


Revenue is Needed 


COLUMBUS, July 21—(UP)— 


The Ohio House of Representatives 
today defeated a motion to con- 
sider a proposal to repeal the sales 
tax on food, and a senate investi- 
gating committee reported the tax 
on food "cannot safely be repealed 
at this time." 


The senate committee report 


also blamed the state tax commia-1 
sion for failure 
to 
enforce 
the 


present sales law properly, result-! 
ing in an estimated loss of $11,- 
000,000 (M) in tax revenues this 
year. 


"It is evident that much loss in 


revenue, which the state and its 
subdivisions are in sorry need of, 
must be attributed to a large ex- 
tent to the failure to enforce the 
law," tha senate report stated. 


Would Finance Relief 


"This loss would finance the 


relief program of the state and 
make up the deficiency in 
the 


foundation school program for the 
present year, and the facts lead 
the committee to believe either the 
system or the personnel of the ad- 
ministration might be improved." 


The house defeated a motion by 


Rep. Frank Uible to bring the gov- 
ernor's tax repeal bill up for con- 
sideration by a vote of 44 to 39, 
with Republicans 
voting 
solidly 


against the measure. 


The bill, as reported to the house 


by the taxation committee, would 
repeal the sales tax on food, cloth- 
ing costing less than ?10, medi- 
cines and fuel for domestic con- 
sumption. 
The 
governor 
had 


asked only a repeal of the tax on 
food, but the committee amended 
the bill. 


Because house leaders plan no 


further regular 
sessions 
before 


die adjournment, m«mben 


predicted the tax repealer bill is 
dead. 


Rep. 
William M. McCulloch, Re- 


publican floor leader, said that "if 
w« repeal as much of the ««'*? 
tax as advocated here tonight, 
it would result In cnaos." 


831 Violators 


Reporting that its investigator* 


had found 831 violations of 
the 


sales tax law by Ohio vendors, the 
senate committee blamed viola- 
tions on: 


1. Lack of knowledge as to 


changes ir. the law. 


2. Failure of the vendor to keep 


a sufficient amount of stamps on 
hand. 


The report also asked the tax 


commission to explain why sales 
tax collections on the sale of food 
have dropped nine per cent from 
collections of a year ago. 


"With employment showing an 


increase over 1934, and in many 
industries increasing wages, there 
is a falling off in receipts from 
the sale of food," the report said. 
"It must be admitted this is al- 
most unbelievable. 


The investigation was made by a 


committee named last year and 
was the committee's second re- 
port. It was signed by Senators 
Foss, Pollock and Emerson Camp- 
bell. 


The senate last night voted to 


appropriate $25,000 for the pur- 
chase of a 40-acre tract to be used 
for a state park near Lorain. The 
park is to be used mainly by 
negroes.

about spies in the Navy. That is why ;he 
Stats Department and even th« Naval high- 
er-ups are not going to do much about it. 
The idea that our army and navy are 
honeycombed with spies is pure bunk. 


Of course, there are one or two in the 


Navy who really believe in the spy-honey- 
comb. Chief among them is Admiral Joseph 
M. Reeves, bearded ex-commander of the 
fleet. About one year ago Reeves' son was 
killed in an air crash, and there was mut- 
tering that the crash was caused by sabo- 
tage. 


Ever since then Reeves has seen spies 


everywhere. He even issued an order pro- 
hibiting any officer or enlisted man on any 
ship from taking a camera aboard. The or- 
der was so grotesque that Washington 
wired to the West Coast wanting to know 
if they had understood him correctly. 


It is significant that when Reeves return- 


ed to the East Coast (he is now with the 
Navy General Board in Washington) the 
spy scare cropped out here.

KNEW FARNSWORTH 


In the first place, the Navy had known 


about former Lieutenant Commander John

drink at the time he was arrested. 


Most of the stuff he sold to the Japanese 


was so valueless that the Japanese were 
foolish to buy it.

months; and some "restricted" news letters 
which although marked "confidential," are 
merely press summaries prepared for of- 
ficers who don't have time to read the 
papers.

The most confidential thing Farnsworth 


is alleged to have sold was an out of date 
manual on ship maneuvering. And it is sig- 
nificant that this took place in May, one 
year ago, and the Navy knew about it at 
;he time. 


Farnsworth also had tried to hire him- 


self out as naval observer to various news- 
papers, and this was what proved his un- 
doing. 


A few weeks ago, a couple of newspap- 


ermen, working in co-operation with spy- 
minded Navyites and G-Boss J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver, decided to pump up the story. They 
had Farnsworth shadowed, but apparently 
got nothing damaging. For, when they pre- 
ferred charges, they had to reach to an in 
cident of fourteen months before. 


When the story broke, spy-minded Cap- 


tain W. D. Puleston, chief of Naval Intelli- 
gence, refused to give out information to 
other newspapers until 5:30 A. M., explain- 
ing that the Navy had to give first break to 
"the exclusive author." 


Still, the horse and buggy would have 


been dangerous, too, if the driver had been 
ignorant of good manners.
